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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that De 4,405,472 discloses an 
adjustment cylinder 420, but fails to disclose it as a double acting servo piston. The examiner disagrees. Although De 4,405,472 may not 
specifically state that the adjustment cylinder is a double acting servo piston, the drawings (e.g. fig3) clearly show cylinder 420 as a double 
acting servo piston. Therefore, De 4,405,472 discloses the adjustment cylinder 420 as a double acting servo piston, thereby meeting the 
claimed limitations. 

Applicant asks for clarification on how De 4,405,472 meets the limitation of "providing a hydraulic control fluid having a control pressure 
which Is adjustable between a first control pressure and a second control pressure, said control pressure being Indicative of a desired flow 
rate of the hydraulic working fluid". This limitation, by itself, can be read on the manually operated valve (controlled by a lever, e.g. fig 12), 
which generates first and second control pressures depending on a lever position..
